"No war plant in any city in 
this country is going to be sol 
or shut down as long as it is 
needed for war production."

This statement was made yes 
terday by Jessc H. Jones, Sec­ 
retary of Commerce, in an effort 
to quell rumors which in some 
sections of the country h 
caused unrest among both war 
workers and plant executives.

"Announcement that a war 
plant is to be offered for future 
lease or sale by the Reconstrui 
tion Finance Corporation does 
not mean that production for 
war Is to be stopped in that 
plant or that workers are to be 
laid off," Mr. Jones stated

"As a result of long range 
planning covering many months 
Defense Plant Corporation has 
made a catalogue of its plants 
giving sizes and locations so

in one or more of the plants 
for postwar use will have the 
information. I am making this 
statement because distribution 
of. the catalogue has been misin­ 
terpreted in a few instances.

"As a matter of fact, only one 
DPC plant now in war produc­ 
tion has been advertised for 
sale. That was because the pres­ 
ent operators wanted to nego­ 
tiate for its purchase at this 
time so as to be able to plan 
its conversion to civilian produc­ 
tion after it is no longer needed 
for the war effort. The adver­ 
tisement stated that the plant 
would remain in war production 
as long as needed and the cata­ 
logue stated that all plants 
would remain in war production 
as long as needed."

New Postal Fees 
Are Announced 
By C.E.Conner

Postmaster C. Earl Conner an 
nounccd that a new schedule o 
postal rates for money orders 
parcel post insurance and spe 
cial delivery mail, recently au 
thorized by legislation, becam 
effective Wednesday. The new 
rates provide for substantial re 
ductions in most cases, Conne 
said.

Under the schedule, reduction 
were provided in fees for mone; 
orders, parcel post insuranci 
and c.o.d. parcels while rate: 
were increased on two classc 
of special delivery mail.

A special delivery fee of 18 
cents Is charged on first class 
mail weighing   not more than 
two pounds plus ordinary post 
age^ an increase from the pres 
cnt rate of ten cents. The 
cial delivery fee on mail matter 
of second, third and fourth class 
weighing not more than two 
pounds was raised from 15 
:ents to 17 cents, plus ordinary 

postage.
Money order fees were re 

itorcd to former rates, as fol 
low? Up to J2.50, six cents; $2.31 
to $6.00, eight cents; $5.01 to 
$10.00, 11' cents; $10.01 to $20.00, 
13 cents; $20.01 to $40.00, 15 
cents; $40.01 to $60.00, 18 cents; 
$60.01 to $80.00, 20 cents; $80.01 
to $100.00, 22 cents.

Insured mail, domestic, third 
and fourth class, has fees as 
follow: Up to $5.00, three cents; 
$5.01 to $25.00, ten cents; $25.01 
to $50.00, 15 cents; $50.01 to 
i200.00, 25 cents.

Special delivery fees, in add!- 
ion to regular postage, two 
rounds to ton pounds, first 
class, 20 cents; second, third 
.nd fourth class, 25 cents; more 
han ten pounds, first class, 25 
'nts; second, third and fourth 

class, 35 cents.

after a stay at a .general 
hospital. He is Immediately as 
sjgned to a company command­ 
ed by a line officer who Is re 
sponsible for his observance of 
military discipline. The next day 
he Is given a complete medical 
examination and Is graded ac­ 
cording to his physical condi­ 
tion. He is then ready to start 
on the road back.

Bach day his time Is fully oc­ 
cupied. His physical training Is 
under the direct supervision of 
graduates of the Army Physical 
Training school. Calisthenics, 
games and remedial exercises 
are given with regard to his 
ability to perform them. Train­ 
ing films, lectures and demon­ 
strations help to recall his mili­ 
tary training. At the end of the 
week after a test march, he Is 
ready for another medical ex­ 
amination. If the examination 
and the reports of his instruc­ 
tors so Indicate, he is put In a 
higher grade where the physical 
training is stiffer, the schooling 
more intense.

After a period of weeks of 
progress, and after a final med­ 
ical examination, the soldier is 
once more the same man who 
crossed the Channel, and Is 
ready to go back.

How is his frame of mind? 
That, too, Is taken care of. At 
the reconditioning center, under 
the command of Colonel S. L. 
Cooke, M.C., of Chatham, Vir­ 
ginia, it's not all work and no 
play. Col. Copke, a veteran of 
the Sicilian campaign, knows 
well the mind of a wounded 
man. Recreational facilities arc 
many. The soldier can talk 
war, politics and peace with his 
buddies over coffee and sinkers 
at the Red Cross.

He can pitch horseshoes, play 
In the softbajl league, take 
French and German language 
instructions, see a movie, have 
a "bitter" or two at the recrea­ 
tional hall. He Is encouraged to 
attend religious services, Catho­ 
lic or Protestant, at the chapel, 
or transportation Is provided- to 
Jewish services at a nearby 
town. He just "doesn't brpod. 
And he .leaves the center men­ 
tally fit. .

The system is working. And 
its harvest will be reaped In the 
healthy condition and attitude 
of the veterans of this war.
